zier’s “canoe trip” made in 1881. 
He then seemed bent on a grand 
trip for glory, and his bearing was 
that of a very conceited man. 
He 
came and went with undue flourish 
of his peasonal magnitude. 
How­ 
ever, let’s overlook personal obser­ 
vations, aud if Itasca lake is not 
the source of the Mississippi, then 
the Glazier lake is, and Capt Wil­ 
lard Glazier will have due credit so 
far as we can aid him to get it.

“ Anthracite 
coal 
won’t melt or 
evaporate or blow away while in transit 
from the mines to m arket,” said an 
official of a railroad, a large share of 
whose business is in the earn ing ol 
soal; “ but no train of coal ever got tc 
its destination yet that had as much ol 
its cargo by a good many tons as it had 
when it started. 
The public no doubt 
reads or hears, every now and then, ol 
some great corporation arresting pool 
persons who have been detected in fill­ 
ing a pail or a backet with coal from a 
coal train at such and such a slatier 
where the train has stopped. 
Nine 
times out of ten the public has ex­ 
pressed its indignation at such soulless 
acts on the part of the rich company. 
Tho fact of the m atter is the company 
always knows just what it is doing 
when it makes such an arrest, and ex­ 
perience has taught it that these same 
unfortunate coal gatherers never have 
less than a ton or two stored in their 
cellars which they have gathered from 
the com pany's ears. 
“ Every station along a road that 
carries coal has its complement of coal 
thieves. 
Many of th* in are actually 
-v^-'SLtreO in ?fie bitsipt*.-;.s of s<»!!in*r *>_,»<»! 
uo iwneia, nim nave been m r years, aud 
yet they never paid one cent for their 
stock of goods. 
Our detectives at a 
well-known station on our road once 
obtained information that warranted 
them in making a raid in a particular 
part of the town at the houses whose 
occupants were never known to have 
purchased a ton of coal. 
Stored in the 
back yard and sheds of one man, who 
was a well-known local expressman, 
they found twenty tons of coal. 
He 
made a business of dealing in coal. 
On 
the premises of another person, whose 
three male children had not long be­ 
fore been arrested for -tcaling coal 
from our cars, which aet raised a great 
popular outcry 
against 
the 
hard­ 
hearted company, were found five tons 
of coal of all sizes snugly stored away. 
That raid revealed the presence of more 
than one hundred tons of coal in d lier- 


ent premises, the very character and 
circumstances 
of 
whose 
occupants 
made it impossible for any one of them 
to have at one time more than half a 
ton of coal on hand if it were honestly 
procured. 
“These coal thieves are so shrewd 
and so systematic in their operations 
that they can relieve a train of many 
tons in the course of an hour. 
The 
largest operations by them are carried 
on at the termini of divisions of the 
railroads, where tho trains frequently 
remain for several hours, and where 
the yards are full of trains switching 
and running to and fro, thus making it 
difficult to watch the coal and detect 
the thieves. 
It is estimated that at the 
one station I referred to no* less than 
twenty tons of coal are stolen from our 
company every day in the year.

drt ds -if persons are engaged in the 
robberies, and ton or twelve eoal trains 
stop iu the yard every day.

Tho adm inistration of that most beneficent 
!>ubhc charity, the state institution for defective 
children, embracing th* schools for the deaf and 
dumb, for tho bund and for the feeble-minded. 
is characterized, as heretofore, by ability, effi­ 
ciency ami an intelligent economy. During the 
IMI*! year there have lieeti in attendance 157 
j)upi!s in the school for the deaf and dumb, 36 
in that for the blind, and 7* in that for Ihe 
feeble-minded.

Pl BUC HEALTH. 
The functions of the state and local tioards ol 
health were materially enlarged 
and 
their 
efficiency correspondingly increased by the leg­ 
islation of 1885 reefier-: ing the control of infec­ 
tious diseases of animals, Hie regulation of of­ 
fensive trade*, the sujiervision of eouire* of 
water supply, and th** act reorganizing aud de­ 
fining Hie duties of local I (nard*. The state 
board has now effected a w ry thorough sani­ 
tary organization throughout the state, and 
( through u -^-fticient executive officer, I»r. C. N. 
Hewitt, keeps a watchful eye upon every town- 
I ship. Through the agency of the 1.000 local 
I lioards. prom pt information i* received of the 
presence of any epidemic of infectious disease 
in any quarter among men or animals, and 
equally prompt measure* areaiqffied lor ii* iso­ 
lation and Httppresaion. The value and ltnjxnt- 
; am eo f such an organization hasbeen repeatedly 
, demonstrated ’n the successful management bv 
i the liosrd through its agency of several ont- 
I bre aks of -ma!ipox and dijibtheria in widely 
separated ilistrict*. and of a particularly aggra- 
| va * ed outbreak rrf glanders in horse- .n I *85 
) 
The board has adopted elaborate ^recatu ton - 
ary measure* to protect t he berth) of the sTate 
agrfiiist pienro-jinenmouia. which ha- recently 
I developed to an alarming extern among cattle in 
j states to the south and east of us. The danger 
of a si lead of the infection to Minnesota is re- 
j carded as remote, but in the event of it* ajq>ear- 
a:ic»- here most energetic measures for its quar­ 
tet me and extirpation have been firepan’*!. 
D abilo** the most valuable service jierformed 
by our lioard* of health is in the line of prevent­ 
ive work. They seek, by the adoption of » 
thorough system of sanitation in our cities and 
towns, a careful scrutiny of sou re-* of watec 
supply ami their protection from pollution, the 
the iaijxisition of projier regul&t ohs and re­ 
straint* tijxiL offensive trades and employments, 
and kindred measures, lo jireserve the public 
health bv the prevention of dis -a-e. The value 
of tin* character of work cannot lie measured by 
results, but it* Ijcrifits are In-rag uucousciously 
realized bv every inhabitant of Hie state. 
A caraful collation of the vital statistics of Ge­ 
state would prove of great value to our boards of 
Ufa I Hi a* well a- to tile general jmblic. As now 
collected they ate practically worthless for anv 
jiurpooe. as they bear rn pretense of accuracy 
whatever. I would therefore renew my recom­ 
mendation, rn ade to your predece-Mirs. that the 
collection of such statistic* Im? placed by law iii 
charge of the state board of health. 
As x he danger of the appearance of cholera in 
this country la s not wholly passed, I recom­ 
mend a renewal of the contingent ai?i>ropri:ition 
made in 1883, to meet expenses arising from 
such an emergency. 
The recommendation of the state board of 
health res pee ing amendment* to the statutes 
will doubtless reoeiv ■ year early examination 
and apjtrovaL 
PI’BUC EXAMINER. 
I especially commend to your attention the 
rcjiort of the j ubile examiner. His lucid exposi­ 
tion of *he defects in our system of administer- 
tering the jmbllc revenues should command 
ihotightful siudy, with a view of a thorough re­ 
vision of the methods now in nae. His sugges­ 
tions and recommendations are too voluminous 
for recapitulation here. I desire, however, to 
call your attention e«jiceia!lv, as I have that of 
your jiredeeessors, to the loo*e, inconsistent and 
insecure methods va hic!! jirevail reejiecting the 
the receipt and disbursement ol the jiublic 
funds bv county officials. The receiji’.s for the 
oountv treasuries of the state for the year end­ 
ing February, 18SH, were in excess of $9,000,- 
«XHJ. The present system provides no checks 
whatever njion comity treasurers for a veriftca- 
ion of their transactions covering this v**: 
-mn. AU vouchers and entries jierta.mng to 
the receipt of these millions of the jieople’s 
money are practically within the control of 
the treasurer alone. One would suj'pose that a 
-tatem ent of this eharae;er would startle the 
taxpayers of Hie state, but it has lieon re­ 
peated in this form and by the public examiner 
from year to vea-, au l received no heed. Tills 
slate ot things i- accountable for the occasional 
defalcations of oo m y treasurers reported troni 
time to time, and i> a staini ng tenijUatk.n ic 
their frequent recurrence.

A RESUME.

Her growth in population ha# been 
nearly 60 lier cent. and her as*e#s?-d real and 
iso *! nal estate ha* increased from $271,158,961 
in 1881 to $458,424,777 in 1886. The indus­ 
try # and bunnies* interests of her people have 
kept pace in their develojiment with thi# growth 
in population and wealth, aud the foundation* 
have been broaden*?! and strengthened for that

A brief i«f*>rrnca 
to the measures and policy that haw speciriSv 
characterized the adm inlstra’ton of her public 
interests during this period may not be regarded 
out of place in this connection. 
Bo rapid a growth has necessarily involved 
largely increased exjienditure# in the mainte­ 
nance of the several department# of the state 
government ami in the enlargement and supj?ort 
of her state Institutions. 
Extraordinary ex- 
jienditnres have also been occasioned bv the ne­ 
cessity of replacing pnblic structure# destroyed 
bv fire, notably the state capitol, the state 
prison and the first hospital for the Insane. E x­ 
penditure# for permanent public improvement* 
the past five year* have exceeded rn the aggre­ 
gate $1.SOAMX*).

The arerage for th* fire 
yeais ending with 1876 was $472.9-6 21 per 
annnm. for the fire years ending with 18*1 
$473,878.58 and for the fire yean ending with 
1886 *448.617.97. Thi* In view of the enor­ 
mously Increased assessed valuetlon of the stare 
would further show a largely diminished rate of 
taxation. The averaged rate for the first r>eriod 
Darned was 3 28-100mills per annum and for 
the last I 46-100 mill*. This showing ha* been 
made possible mainly bv larg ly augmented 
revenues of the state from other sources, e«j>eci- 
ally receipts from railroad and insurance com­ 
panies. The trust fund* have Ik* u increased 
from $6,278,911.72 in 1»81 to $9.691.637.11 in 
18n6. These additions Hie the proceeds of the 
sale of land and pine #tumj?age belonging to the 
several funds, except $142,806.11 which has 
b e n realized as j rofit on the sale and exchange 
1 of securities held bv these funds. Recent in­ 
vestment, of these fund* have been in the bonds 
of the 8 'ateo f Tennes.- je wliicn have largely in­ 
creased in value since their imrcha.se. and if sold 
at the j-rice at which the last pnreha-e was 
made a further profit of $194,810 would be re­ 
alized. 
A# an agency in the line of public reform and 
retrenchment in jmblic exjienses the state board 
of corrections and charities wa* organized in 
1885. 
Its efficiency in this service has lieen 
shown in the improved 
methods 
adopted 
through its instrum entality in many ol the 
counties of the* ate, in the administration of 
their local institutions and the decrease In cost 
of maintaining their charitable and j»eual de- 
pendents. 
Tile board have also instituted a 
unfi rm system of accounting, under which all 
exjienditure# ar our state inst iiuUons are sjricad 
before the jiublic in an intelligible form. 
The chauge from annual to biennial elections 
was made iii 1883. Ash measure In the interest of 
pablre ( cofiomy ana reform tnt* enange fiiu*t ne 
regarded as a most salutary one. 
The present comjdete sanitary organization of 
thesiaie, and its effective measure# for the pro­ 
tection of jiublic health, together with its ample 
provision for the management and control of 
disease# among animals, are mainly the results 
of the legislation of 18s5, supplemented by the 
vigorous and efficient action of the state board of 
health. No state is now better equipped than 
our own to deal with emergencies growing out 
of ep demies or infectious diseases. 
A* a great public chattily and an agency of 
moral reform rhe state school for dependent and 
neglected children, recently upend at Owatonna, 
will command a place alongside the most worthy 
institution# of the state. 
Its work in reclaim­ 
ing from the contaminating influences of igno­ 
rance and vice these innocent dependent# will 
be felt in future years in saving to the citizen­ 
ship of our state thousands who might otherwise 
contribute to swell the population of her lienal 
institutions. 
Probably the most im portant measures of re- 
foim, more far-rcachrag in all their future in­ 
fluence for the relief of the iieople than anv that 
have been in«ti(ated in recent year#, are those 
which constitute our present policy resjiecting 
the con:rol and regulation of railway corpora­ 
tion#. The legislation of 1385 upon thi* sub­ 
ject, and also tha: resjiecting state supervision 
of v.arehousee and the inspection of grain, was 
hailed by the people of the state at large a# the 
dawn of their deliverance from monopolistic 
exactions and oppression*. I believe tho rea­ 
sonable expectations of the people have not 
been disappointed in the result thus far reached 
in 
the 
adm inistration of this new policy. 
Recognizing it a# the agency through which 
their ultim ate emancipation may be worked out. 
they patiently await such action at your hands 
a# shall make it fully and completely effective 
to that end. 
CONCLUSION. 
In surrendering the high trust with which I 
liave been so long honored. I desire to express to 
mv associate# iu the adm inistration my sense of 
obligation for the cordiality with which their co 
alteration ha# ever been rendered in my support.

POLITICAL PLATFORMS AND PLEDGES. 
By reading the platforms of the two leading 
political jiartira of this state, adopted in their 
conventions held in September last, it will lie 
observed that liberal promises were made in 
both. On a number of subjects they seem to 
have been In full accord. For instance, in re- 
sjiect to establishing a home for disabled and 
needy survivor# of the Union army in our #iate; 
the sliolisbiug of the contract system of prison 
labor: the amendment of our railroad and ware­ 
house law#, where needed, to secure relief to the 
agricultural classes; the establishment of a 
state bureau of tailor statistic#, and in other 
m atters, there apjiears to have been no division 
of sentiment. I ain liound to believe that both 
conventions were sincere Ii their declarations, 
and that you, as reiifesentative# of the jieople, 
elected on the platform of one or the other of j 
the two great parties, ar*; here in good faith to : 
redeem toe pledges mad?*. I believe that the 
people have a right to expect from us a strict 
fulfillment of these declarations, and for one I j 
stand ready to do my part to carr/ them out in I 
good faith, lf it ha# been customary heretofore ! 
for legislature# to disregard the issues on which 
they were elected, let the custom lg? broken. 
Honest v and good fath in a jioliUeal party are 
a* much to be admired as like attributes in aa 
individual. 
RAILROAD TRANSPORTATION. 
The subject or transportation—of rea*onable 
tanffrat.es on our railroads—is of supreme in­ 
terest to the jieople of the state, and I have no 
doubt will secure your earnest attention. T he; 
right of the legislature to pa#* law# for the 
snjierrision of railroad* ba* been for a nu rn tier 
of years well settied. Thi# right wa* not, how­ 
ever, established without a#evereand protracted 
struggle. I well remember that when in I 870 it 
wa# first advocated bv the then governor of thi# j 
state, in a message to the iegislatnre, the jirojKi- j 
aition was received with much doubt- 
Not orfiv I 
all the railroad official# and capitalist# opposed 
it, but a large majority of the lawyers of the 
state antagonized it a* in conflict with tho 
fundamental law of the land, and opposed to the i 
genius of our in*titn<ioti*. However, in the fol­ 
lowing year a WU wa# j>a*?ed by the Iegislatnre, 
and w itll the approval of the governor became a * 
law. fixing rales, both freight and passenger. 
Aliout Hie same time similar legislation wa* en- 5 
acted in several other Not Hi w estern stare#. 
Knit# were instituted in this stare, iii Illinois, j

law#. 'J he enactment# were exjerim eotal and 
no doubt crude aud ill-adapted to the #xig< n- 
efi * of the situation, but they served the |>ur- J 
i#’«e of securing a judicial sanction and vindica­ 
tion of Hie right <f legislative control 
The 
judicial decision# obtained under them, not. only 
in the * ate court# but in the supreme court of 
the United hi ate# as well, settled forever the 
constitutionality of such law-, and c unruled 
the authority of the legislature. Thus was es­ 
tablished one of the most important right# ever 
secured a free i>eupie. Tbs expediency of state 
supervision ov<*r n I road and kindred conjura­ 
tion# ha* sometime# been doubted since then, 
bot the right in no tonger questioned. 
I do not take it to be the jellify of the state to 
needlessly interfere w ith or to harass any great 
interest, and more especially the railroad inter­ 
ests of the commonwealth. That railroad# have 
become indispensable to commercial and agri­ 
cultural prosperity, if not to tile very existence 
ol the civilization "f Hie century, no one need*

The policy of this stare, af'er some legislative 
fluctuation, ha# settled up* u a txiard < I corn- 
ml'Stoner* a* tiro re s: instrum entality with 
which to accomplish Ho# end.

There i# but little or no organization among 
the farmers of the state for mutmto protection, 
and in the m atter of freight# an i th# inspection 
and grading of grain their interests are sjieeiaily 
committed to the railroad and warehouse com­ 


mation. Were the plan suggested to be put in 
operation it I# not perceived that it would inter­ 
fere with the facilities fox buying, receiving or 
storing of grain wherever such traffic I* or could 
lie carried on, but it would certainly stimulate 
railroad companies to provide, as far a# possi­ 
ble, the necessary cars for the immediate ship­ 
ment. of grain as offered. No grain, of course, 
would lie delivered to the companies but such 
as the owner# deaired to have iminediarely 
shipped. The most ooviou# reason for making 
grain an exception to the rule in sect ions w here 
raised In great abundancs is that the bulk of the 
croji intended for sale is thrown upon the mar? 
ket within a few month# after hat vest, and 
hence it would lie unreasonable to require the 
companies tcr jirovide the necessary transj.orta- 
tion to move it in so limited a time, or to store 
it for want of cars to haul it away. 
But a# the 
wheat farmer becomes more forehanded, and is 
not compelled to realize on his crop fin med­ 
iately, he will largely provide for his own stor­ 
age. anti th!# objection woald soon be greatly 
diminished.

I commend to your spacial consideration the S 
legislation j>iojx>#ed bv the commissioner* to \ 
prevent the l-suing of false, frandtiient and un- 1 
l>aid stock by railroad oc-mjianles, and to regu­ 
late proceeding# in the m atter of increasing 
their capital stock. 
It appear# to me th at the

The custom ha* become 
so firmly established that men bolding public 
positions are ajii to regard themselves as en­ 
titled re free jibs sc# by virtue of tue office# they 
hold Ga the other hand the railroads are sub­ 
ject to retaliation in rn many way# that it is 
doubtful it the practice eau be suppressed with­ 
out legjdative interference. Un.cs* forbidden 
by law, j .aw * will be issued, and with rare ex­ 
ception# those to whom thev are issued will ae- 
<•< pi them. 
I ne intl peace cf the few who refu-e 
will lie so slight in re* training the evil that there 
will lie tint little encouragement to individual 
action. In my judgment the free pa.** system j 
m its present, magnitude amounts to a public .

legislation to destroy it.

And what is of ■till more Keriou# 
moment, the chance# of recovery are greatly rn- 
paired by the mental strain and physical * x- 
baustion consequent on these long trips. Con­ 
siderations of mercy, therefore, a* well as of ex­ 
pediency, would seem to urge action on your 
part looking to the purchase of a new site and 
the erection thereon within the next two years 
of such building* for the reception of j.artents 
a# will meet the needs of the state. 
THE SECOND STATE PRISON. 
At the last session of the legislature a law was 
passed providing for the location of a second 
state prison. 
A strong sentiment has since 
arisen in the stat.® in favor of making the prison 
a reformatory. At a public meeting held at the 
capitol Dec. 22, 1886. a resolution was adopted 
without dissent declaring it to fie the sense of 
the meeting that instead of the new #■ ate prison 
contemplated bv the law of 1885. a re formatory 
institution should be established. The meeting 
included ail of the inspector# of the #ta e pri on, 
all of the managers of the st ate reform school, t h4 
members of the state board of correction* and 
charities, judges of the court#, prosecuriag 
attorneys and many leading citizens of the state. 
Ten years ag j the first reformatory pri-oa wa* 
opened at Elmira, X. Y., as an exjieriment 
The 
experiment proved so successful that similar in­ 
stitution# have since been established in Michf-. 
gan. Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Ken­ 
tucky aud Kansas. 
Ma#sachusetta remodeled 
the new state prison at Concord at a large ex­ 
pense for a reformatory, and Pennsylvania, w ith 
the same purjiose in view, has recently changed 
the plan of a projected penitentiary at H unting-. 
don. I therefore recommend that the propo#-d 
new prison in thi# state fie made reformatory for 
criminals convicted of their first offense. lh this 
connection and in view of the establishment of 
an additional prison, I woald suggest that the 
board of state prison insjK-ctor# fie increased 
from the present auHtfcCI (three1 to five.

UL.sJ.-i cLUtLug 
legislation." This liability should be #6 dtr- 
fluitely settled that there could beno question 
about It in any ca-e.

The law in force is #o indefinite and obscure that 
several suits have a1 re ar! v been carried to th* 
supreme c -nrt for a construction of it* meaning. 
Beside*, it is well known that toe intention 
of the law Es Ii* tog continually abused in 
railroad companies. I mean that feature cl 
it 
which impose# a tax on new road* o, 
tint one per centum on grow# earning# for Hit 
f i t three years, two jier centum during th* 
next seven years, and three lier centum there­ 
after. A# a result of the favor shown in the 
law to new road.*, the spur* aud branches built 
for the old roads, as a direct jiart of their sys­ 
tem# and regularly ojierated with them a* a part 
of one jiroperty or railroad, are a* a rule built in 
new corporations for the sake of the exemption 
extended to new- roads 
In this way it happen* 
j that while the gross earnings in the state lur the 
i past year increased $258,095.8], the taxes, rn 
j jK-rcentage in lieu of taxes, decreased $6,530,- 
I 82. In view of these fact*, ann of Hie largt 
; amount of jiroperty held by the railroad com­ 
panies exemiit from taxation, I recommend that 
the law be amended so as to compel ail railroad 
lines hereafter to lie built and operatedjto psi 
to the state the full three jier centum on Unfit 
gross earnings, in lieu of taxes, from the start. 
TAXATION OF RAILROAD LANDS. 
The large qimatlties of lands held by th" vari­ 
ous railroad companies free from taxation is a 
subject which has attracted the attention of the 
jieople of the state. 
There is an evident im ­ 
pression in the minds of many that some action 
can or ought to be taken looking to the taxation 
of such lauds. They lie larg"ly in the im re 
sparsely settled portions of the state, where Hie 
jieople are struggling against great odds to 
make homes for themselves and their posterity. 
Court houses and oilier county building* are to 
bi; erected and paid for; school hon*. * bnill and 
schools ma ntained; road* ojieued and worked— 
in short, all the necessary adjuncts to a thriving 
community are to lie called into tieing by the 
effort# and money cf the hardy pioneer. Every 
other section,or more, jiei hajis, of the land in the 
county or district iii which he ha# settled be­ 
long* to some one of these giant corjHiration#, 
and is held by it freed from anv liability to * o"- 
tribute a farthing to the improvement which 
constantly and rapidly enhancing the value 
Its holdings. The question of the taxability of 
these lauds ha* beau in a number of cases and 
in different form* before our supreme court, 
in 
almost cverv such instance the state has been 
met with the provisions contained in the char­ 
ters of these coinjianies. which grant immunity 
from lavation until a sale or conveyance of such 
land#. It ia for you to thoroughly investigate 
the status of such lauds, aud see if there is anv 
way by which you can obtain relief to the jieople 
in this matter. 
GRAIN STORAGE BY RAILROAD COMPANIES. 
In connection with the legislation proposed bv 
the railroad arni warehouse commission, I would 
suggest for your consideration whether it is not 
botn right aud jiracUcable that the railway 
companies, which handle nearly all of the grain 
raised for market in the state, should not be re­ 
quired, when not receiving the same into cars 
directly upon delivery to them, to furnish 
storage for it in elevators or grain houses at the 
stations where the grain is received tor ship­ 
ment, free of expense to the sliijijier. 
Is there 
any sound reason for making grain an exception 
to the general nile that common carriers shall 
receive freight, and, if not shipjied at once, shall 
furnish storage from the time it i* offered for 
abiliment until ready to bo delivered to the con­ 
signee? That such a requirement would involve 
the companies in much exjieuse and no little 
inconvenience at first must be adm itted; and if 
the system should be inaugurated a reasonable

Y’ou will lie called upon at this session to con­ 
sider measure# looking to the turther regula’ion 
of the liquor bu*ine#' in this *tate. The people 
have pronounced in favor of “high license, local 
option and the rigid enforcement of the laws re­ 
lating to the liquor traffic,” and now turn to you 
in the hojie and expectation that yojj will. in tao 
form < f suitable legislation, give effect to the 
verdict which they have found. Outside of the 
limited number engaged ia the liquor traffic in 
tin* state, the people, by a very large raaj ritv 
and without regard to jMfiitical jerries, favor 
the measures proposed. I can see no reason why 
the desired legislation should not be jirompU.v 
enacted. It is undoubtedly true that white the 
question of high license does not properly relate 
to party politics, it is one of intense Interest to 
the liquor venders of the state, and in our cities 
aud large towns ha# become the predominant 
issue at every election. The liquor interests are 
organized as a compact power for the avow. d 
purpose of combatting ail efforts looking to the 
farther regulation of the liquor traffic. The ef­ 
fect of #ucu on organization in such a case can 
not be otherwise th in harmful 
Alt quest! n* 
are made secondary to that of high license, and 
every man who stands for office—and more par­ 
ticularly a Jegisla ive 
office—is required to

During the last few years—and more especially 
Curing Hie last year cr two—the sn Eject of 
prison labor and its effect on free labor, when 
brought into competition therewith, has received 
much earnest consideration, not only bv labor 
organizations throughout the country, bat by 
thoughtful men in the j ro essions and other 
walks of life, whose univ interest in Hie m atter 
ha* been one of justice to all parties concerned, 
and of good to society. That jirisoarrs should 
work doc* not admit of argument. For reasons 
of discijdine and health, if for no other, they 
must tic kept employed. But how to do this aud 
not bring the products of tncir labor into com­ 
petition with those of free workingmen and me­ 
chanics is a problem which ha* engaged the a t­ 
tention of many ea’ne-t and able men, and 
which you will pro ba 81 v be called ujion to con­ 
sider at this session.
